The follow ing historical items of ge n­ 
eral interest were included in lht* prelude 
to the Christmas sermon preached last 
Sabbath morning by Bev Hector C 
Le 
lami at the First Baptist Church. 
"Christmas,” the name of the festival 
now so commonly observed on the 
2 » th 
day of December, is a combination of two 
words, vii Christ and mass, the latter 
word describing a particular service in 
honor of Christ. 
The date now fix ed by 
custom for this celebration is probably 
not the date of the birth ot Jesus, as both 
the day and the month of that event an- 
in dispute. 
The early Christians did not 
celebrate the birth of Christ 
His resur 
rection was considered by them of more 
importance 
Christmas is not mentioned 
in the New Testament 
G W. Clark says 
that the birth of Christ occurred probably 
between March and November; Greswell 
says April 5tli orffih, Wieseler. 
Fischeii 
dor? and Ellicott says that it was early in 
Feb ruar y, Strong say s August 1st; Laid 
ner, between August 15th and November 
15th; Bohinson is of the opinion that it 
occurred in 
Autumn, 
while Lightfoot, 
Jablooskt, 
Munter and 
others inveigh 
against December 25th as arbitrary and 
out of harmony with the Gospel narra 
tive. 
Before the middle of the fourth century 
A D , when celebrated, it was In connec­ 
tion with Epiphany, January tith. 
By 
the middle of the fifth century, A 
D , it 
was quite universally celebrated on De 
ce 111 her 25th, probably 011 account of the 
supposed superiority of this date, the fact 
that it w as removed at a distance ftom 
other feasts; and, perhaps, because it was 
near the heathen feasts that occurred at 
the winter solstice-the feasts of So), Sut­ 
urimi ia, etc. 
As the fe tival of Christmas is not men­ 
tioned iti the New Testament, it proba 
bly took rise front the Christian impulse to 
commemorate the birth of Christ, the de 
sire to displace the heathen feasts, and, 
at least in some of its prevalent customs, 
from ttic heathen feasts themselves Giv­ 
ing presents follows the Homan custom; 
the Yule log and tree are remnants of the j 
old Teutonic nature worship, the mistle I 
toe, holly, ivy and evergreen were sacred 
in the old Druid worship, the lighted ta 
pern were used in the Jewish feast of pur 
ifieation. 
“ Santa Claus” is a much later 
appendage to the Christmas festivities, 
having originated in Germany it is said, 
in the person of Kuecht Bupert, who was 
made the custodian of the gifts for the 
children of his 
neighborhood, and on 
Christmas eve acted the part of a real 


S an ta 
Claus in mysteriously appealing 
and disappearing at the different homes, 
leaving whatever had been committed to 
him 
In early times it 
w hs the custom to sing 
three Masses, 
one 
on Christmas eve, 
one 
at 
daybreak 
and 
one later 
in 
the morning. 
The customs of the ob 
servance of this day have varied greatly 
at different periods 
In the middle ages 
they took on a theatrical aspect, and 
plays representing the scenes at the man­ 
ger in Bethlehem, the virgin with the 
angels, the wise men and the shepherds 
were enacted. A curious custom,observed 
till within this century, was that of rock­ 
ing a doll in a cradk adorned with lights, 
ou top of the tower of the Cathedral of 
Tubingen, at twelve o’clock on Christmas 
night, while a wind hand played the 
llymti of the Nativitv 
A personage called in England Abbot 
of misrule and in Scotland Abbot of un 
reason, held sway from All Hallows (Nov, 
1st) to Candlemas day (Feb. 2nd ) 
This 
whole 1 eriod was in a sense regarded as 
festive, and a common occupation was 
gaming,music,conjuring, dipping for nut- 
and apples, dancing, 
f ou l p l ou g h , blind 
man’s buff and the like 
Feasts were 
common, and the customary bear s head 
trimmed with oranges and rosemary, the 
plum p udding and mince pie« were e n­ 
joyed in homes trimmed with evergreens 
In the 15th century A I) , Ht. Bernard 
opposed the observance of Christmas on 
the grounds that it was “ more festive than 
religious, 
ami 
in 1555 the Abbots of 
misrule and unreason were abolished by 
act of parliament. 
Their deeds are yet 
commemorated bv mischievous boy» on 
Hallow een, who, like many of their eld 
ers, know nothing of the origin of the 
custom. 
The reformation < f the six teenth cen 
tury refined and christianized the obstiv ; 
ance of Christmas 
Later we read of the ! 
Dissenters of th • Church of England abol 
ishing them entirely, but in spite of all 
the opposition to the observance of the j 
day because of abuses connected with it, 
j 
it is now well nigli univer-ally observed 
where 
Christianity 
is 
taught. 
Moil 
churches, however, lay stress upon the 
idea of observing a day, not a particular 
day, and it has come to be largely regard j 
ed as a children s festival. 
There seems 
to be need to guard at this day against its 
degradation into a feast in honor of Hanta 
Claus, instead of a celebration of the birth 
of the
